MOSCOW (UPI) — Survey- 
ors have started-mapping the 
routes for six 16-lane high- 
ways fanning out from the 
Soviet capital to cope with 
spurting production of cars 
and trucks, says the newspa- 
per Sovetskaya Rossija. 

The-six turnpikes with 
eight lanes in either direction 
will be 371 miles long and 
will extend from the circular
